Reduced 
tax rates 
proposed 

Businesses to benefit the most

Didsbury's council is expect¬ 
ed to decide tonight whether 
the town can afford to give tax¬ 
payers a break on rates this 
year. 

After number crunching last 
week, administration plans to 
present council with the pro¬ 
posed 2006 tax rate bylaw for 
adoption during tonight's regu¬ 
lar council meeting. 

Category-specific rate 

decreases ranging between 
nearly 29 cents and $1.54 per 
$1,000 assessed property value 
can be achieved while still bal¬ 
ancing a $6.7 million capital 
and operating budget and col¬ 
lecting $1.1 million for provin¬ 
cial school and senior's taxes, 
according to the proposed 
bylaw. 

“Council has already decided 
what's important in the budget. 
This (tax rate bylaw ) is a 
reflection of that," said Brenda 
Hemming, assistant CAO and 
chief financial officer for the 
town. 

Growth combined with a 
number of factors outside the 
control of the Town of 
Didsbury have required council 
to already make some difficult 
budget decisions, according to 
interim town CAO Roy Brown. 

Commissions which supply 
the town with water and 
garbage services upped rates 
this year. Insurance premiums 
have increased significantly as 
have construction costs for 
necessary projects, according 
to town officials. 

Those increased costs have 
put definite pressure on town 
finances, says Brown in his 
report to council. 

To help reduce operating 
costs, council has already 
approved a reduction in the 
overall level of staffing and a 
commitment to not hire any 
additional staff in 2006. 

An energy conservation and 
waste reduction program is 
under development. 

Paperless council meeting 
agendas will be introduced to 


cut paper, printing and produc¬ 
tion costs. 

Council has also approved a 
forensic assessment and 
upgrades to infrastructure to 
reduce water loss and the 
town's planning and develop¬ 
ment offices will move to the 
public works office to reduce 
overhead costs and provide 
more effective staff utilization. 

Conversely, more funds are 
being allocated this year to 
street repairs, trails, ball dia¬ 
monds, space saving renova¬ 
tions at the town office, com¬ 
pletion of an infrastructure 
study and economic develop¬ 
ment survey, and salaries and 
benefits. 

Revenues from outside 
sources will pay for approxi¬ 
mately $2.9 million of the $6.7 
million operating and capital 
budget, according to town esti¬ 
mates. The remaining $3.9 mil¬ 
lion is proposed to come from 
municipal taxes. 

Also included in the town s 
tax bill will be the province's 
requisition for the Seniors 
Foundation and the Alberta 
School Foundation. 

Both of these taxes have 
decreased compared to last 
year, requiring the town to only 
collect approximately $1.1 mil¬ 
lion from its taxpayers. 

Didsbury businesses are pro¬ 
posed to get the largest break 
on rates this year with a reduc¬ 
tion of $1.54 per $1,000 
assessed value compared to 
2005. 

The rate for residential prop¬ 
erties is proposed to be 
reduced by $0,285 per $1,000 of 
assessment compared to last 
year. 

Under the proposed rates, 
2006 taxes on a property 
assessed at $150,000 would be 
$2,064.56 - a decrease of 
$116.43 compared to 2005, 
according to supporting docu¬ 
ments. 

But if that same property 
assessed at $150,000 last year 
rose in value by 10 per cent and 
was assessed this year at 
$165,000, taxes would increase 
by $173.32.

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Construction projects jump 
$1M to $3.4M in nine days

I'ennits representing millions of dollars worth of develop¬ 
ment have been issued in Didsbury in recent weeks leading 
many to believe this will 1 h> a construction year like no other. 

In just nine days, the value of building permits issued up to 
last week rose to $3.4 million from $1.7 million, according to 
Alana Gibson, planning and development assistant for the 
town. 

Residential development comprises most of the increase. 

There has already been 23 housing starts in the town since 
January compared to 4? in all of 2005. 

“We're hopping that's for sure,” she said. “We’re definitely 
not done yet. This is only April.” 

At this time last year there were 14 housing starts. 

Several new subdivisions are under development with at 
least one more boasting up to 33 lots expecting to be pro¬ 
posed this week. 

Market demand in the town is definitely up, say home 
builders. 

For the first time, DCM Homes By Design is building a sub¬ 
division in its hometown. It has typically done most of its work 
in Calgary. 

“Now that the market seems to be here, I decided we need¬ 
ed to be here,” sard Dana Munn, president of DCM Homes By 
Design. 

The Calgary-Edmonton corridor's red hot economy is driv¬ 
ing the building boom, say home builders. 

Sky-high prices and wall-to-wall growth have many home 
buyers looking to smaller communities, said Munn. 

“You can't buy in Calgary for $350,000 to $400,000 anymore. 
Didsbury's basically a bedroom community. We're 45 minutes 
from the city, there's low crime, hospitals, schools - it's a good 
place to raise a family," he said. 

Non-residential construction Ls also on the way up. As of last 
week, permits were issued for five projects worth an estimat¬ 
ed $136,000. One industrial project lias also been approved.

While more homes and businesses is seen as a positive fac¬ 
tor in the overall economic development of the town, it does 
come at a cost, say town officials. 

The town is struggling to fund infrastructure costs - so much 
so that administration intends to ask council tonight whether 
the Town of Didsbuty should even proceed to develop non- 
residential lands or leave it in the hands of private developers. 

Cost estimates have recently been made pertaining to serv¬ 
ice extensions to land north of Hwy. 582. 

Servicing Valarosa Phase II, between six and eight acres of 
town-owned vacant industrial land. Formula Powell's site pur¬ 
chased from the town, and Canada Mineral's site with sewer, 
water, roads and storm water systems is estimated to cost 
$1.6 million. 

Although the town may need to front some or all of the 
expenses, it could be expected to recover the costs as devel¬ 
opment charges from Canada Mineral's Inc. and through the 
sale of the town-owned vacant industrial lands, according to a 
report going to council tonight. 


Armed with this cost modeling, administration is asking 
council if it even wishes to proceed with the sale of the vacant 
lands. 

Using a consultant's estimates, the town would need to 
receive $475,000 for the lands to cover servicing costs only, 
according to administration. 

The town is responsible for servicing the Formula Powell 
lands. 

Administration has suggested council consider negotiating 
the servicing up front costs with Canada Minerals Inc. and 
Valarosa Developers. 

The booming economy is also having an effect on other 
areas of the town's budget. Labour and supply shortages cou¬ 
pled with the availability of work has pushed construction 
costs higher than the town expected. 

It finally awarded the re-tender for 20th Street upgrades 
recently after stalling the project last year but now the town 
finds itself in a similar situation with the Memorial Park ball 
diamond upgrades.

The Town of Didsbury didn’t lose 
much of its financial footing last year 
but it could get a better grip on tracking 
inventory, according to a recently- 
released audit. 

The town ended 2005 with $915,032 
stashed away in reserves for a rainy 
day. 

That's up from 2004's reserve balance 
of $539,110. 

It owed approximately $3.5 million in 
debt and was well within its allotted 
$8.8 million limit. 

“It means that we can still borrow up 
to that amount. We have room to 
move," said Brenda Hemming, the 
towns chief financial officer. 

Accountants with auditor Collins 
Barrow did make some recommenda¬ 
tions to improve the town’s tracking of 
costs. 

During the course of the audit, 
accountants found that management 


tal assets. 

Monitoring of capital assets is impor¬ 
tant, noted Collins Barrow, to ensure 
the assets are safeguarded from theft. 

As well, having a formal tracking 
method would help management deter¬ 
mine if any redundant assets have been 
disposed of appropriately. 

The accounting firm also suggested 
the town monitor a policy concerning 
the collection of outstanding accounts. 

The number of days between when a 
receivable is recorded and when the 
cash is received has been lengthening 
over the past few years, notes the 
accounting firm. 

This may cause a strain on the cash 
(lows of the town, it added in the 
report. 

Council has already moved on this 
recommendation, as a new position in 
administration has been created to 
assist with the collection of overdue 
and delinquent accounts.

Library officials say Didsbury and the 
Calgary Public Library are in a neck-and 
neck race for the claim to fame. 

A committee lo design centennial plan¬ 
ning is expected lo be struck during 
April's library meeting. 

The board says it intends to ask the 
community for input on how to celebrate 
the milestone. 

Airdrie services sought 

Didsbury is looking to contract with 
another municipality to help address 
planning issues in the town that need 
immediate attention. 

Administration is recommending coun¬ 
cil enter into an agreement w ith Airdrie 
as quickly as possible to obtain much 
needed planning expertise. 

“The town has a number of planning 
issues I hat need immediate attention and 
we do not have the available expertise 
within the organization," CAO Roy 
Drown explained in a written report 
going to council tonight. 

If the town is willing to enter into a 
two-year agreement with Airdrie, the city 
w ill provide the services of its planning 
team equivalent to a half-time person. 

The cost would be $48, 482 plus 
mileage and expenses.

We have spent the time since focusing on

Company was fair and prompt. 

But, there is an awful mess out there 
and it will be several more weeks before 
the yard regains some semblance of nor¬ 
malcy.

Search and rescue teams from four area communities 
blanketed Didsbury last Tuesday during a training exer¬ 
cise. 

The objective was to test the skills needed in a walk¬ 
away search involving a resident suffering from 
Alzheimer’s. 

It was conducted in conjunction with the Aspen Ridge 
Lodge. 

The drill started when lodge staff discovered that a 
senior in his 60s failed to appear in the diningroom at 
suppertime, said Jack Humphries, search and rescue 
public information officer. 

A search and rescue command post was set up in the 
parking lot of the Zion Evangelical Missionary Church. 

With the evening approaching there was added con¬ 
cern, he said. “An individual who’s out walking and per¬ 
haps not properly dressed could end up kind of chilly.” 

Thirty-three seach and rescue volunteers from 
Didsbury, Red Deer, Sundre and Olds were participating 
in the drill. 

Volunteers were split into teams of three and assigned 
to search blocks in the river valley and surrounding res¬ 
idential areas. 

The importance of using trained volunteers is basic 
common sense, he said. 

"As far as the active search is concerned we try to use 
trained people because they're trained to find and pre¬ 
serve evidence ... They know' what to look for and they 
know how to look for it.” 

Training in mantracking, search management, the use 
of radio communications equipment, map and compass, 
as well as first aid is available through Search and 


Rescue Alberta. 

Volunteers who walk onto a search and rescue site 
wishing to help during an emergency can assist in other 
areas of the operation such as setting up a perimeter, 
doing supply runs, or chopping firewood, Humphries 
said. 

Active recruiting is ongoing as a long search can run 
through a group’s list of members fast. 

“As we’re getting into the spring season and we’re get¬ 
ting a little busier, we’re always looking for people to 
w'ork with us. Recruiting is always a challenge because 
of attrition and you get people moving away.” 

Last year the Didsbury Search and Rescue team par¬ 
ticipated in seven searches, Olds 17, and Sundre 10. 


Emergencies are not predictable nor do they follow a 
weekend-only schedule so volunteers adjust according¬ 
ly 

“Believe it or not some bosses won’t let their employ¬ 
ees go. And to them I say, well, what if it was your grand¬ 
son (who’s missing)?” 

With last week’s premiere of the new Outdoor Life 
Network series, Manhunter, Alberta search and rescue 
volunteers w ill be gaining notice if not notoriety. 

The reality series, which airs Wednesdays at 7 p.m, pits 
different teams of two strangers against High River’s 
Terry Grant, who uses skills he gained through training 
and time spent with an Alberta search and rescue team.

It is specialized legislation that provides protection and 
specialized services to children and youth who are being or 
at risk of sexual exploitation. 

Throughout the day we talked a lot about how we can pro¬ 


tect our children. 

Sometimes in our small runil communities we think that 
our children ;uv safe from these big city problems, but art' 
they? 

The reality Is tliat children, even in our community, art* 
being lunsl into situations that they don’t always have the 
knowledge to deal with. 

After learning about how the “pimp” and the “recruiter” 
attract children into this life we discussed how we, as a com¬ 
munity, c;ui keep our children safe. 

We determined that creating a positive environment where 
we communicate with our children on an ongoing basis as 
well as set expectations appropriate to the child’s age, listen 
to our children, get to know our children’s friends and their 
parents and get involved with our childs’ school and com¬ 
munity. 


“Pimps use a step-by-step process to exert control over 
children and youth to gradually isolate from their support 
network until they feel completely separated from their 
Mends, family and home. 

The children and youth of our community need their inno¬ 
cence protected. 

They should get to spend their days doing fun girl stuff or 
playing around like boys do. They shouldn’t feel lonely and 
disconnected, making them targets for pimps and other prel¬ 
ators to rob them of their childhood and innocence. 

Talk to your child; get to know your child. Know who their 
friends an' and where they are going, get involved with the 
things they are interested in. We must protect the children of 
our community.
